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Two men were injured and thirteen 
loaded coal cars were rolled down a 
twenty foot embankment this side of 
Torn s ('reek Trestle above Maria Fur­ 
nace Sunday morning. 
One car jump 
ing off the track caused all of the I 
trouble. 
The trtdn’was one of the heavy Port 
•I 
Covington coal trains and was coining 
at a lively rate w h e n a big West Vir 
gima Central car jumped off cutting 
into the ties for some distance until it 
finally rolled over and down the em­ 
bankment. 
Seven more cars followed , 
it. 
The next four remained on the 
track tint five more farther back were 
thrown off when the train was discon­ 
nected andjthe brakes went on suddenly. 
All rolled down the steep embankment 
scattering several hundred tons of coal 
about and cauking one of 
the worst 
looking wrecks which has occurred in 
this vicinity for several years. 
Conductor Thomas Markell, of Man-1 
over. was I ie twee ii two oars when the 
accident took place and be rolled down 
the incline between two heavily loaded 
‘battleships. ” 
He got up as soon as 
be reached the foot of the slope, walked 1 
back to the caboose, gave orders and 
then fell over suffering terribly from 
injuries which included several broken 
rills, severe bruises to his side and 
hack and, it is feared, internal injur­ 
ies. 
Flagman George H. Folk, of 
Hun 
over, who was on the sixth car jumped 
and sustained a badly lacerated skull. 
No one else was injured at the time 
but during the afternoon C. W. Stain 
haugh, of 
Hanover, roadmaster. was 
superintending 
work clearing away 
the wreck when be had bis leg broken. 
A rail had lieen twisted by the acci­ 
dent and when a pin wa* removed the 
heavy steel swung around striking Mr. 
Stambaugh above the ankle and break 
ing the bone. 
The first two men hurt were rushed 
to Gettysburg on an engine and given 
preliminary treatment by Dr. 
H. .NI. 
Hartman, 
the 
company's physician 
who accompanied the men to Hanover, 
where further attention 
was given. 
Mr. Stambaugh was also brought here 
and then tak en to Hanover. 
The wreck presented a general scene 
of confusion. 
The

One ran up to 
the side of a house which is located 
near the truck but did no damage 
Coal was piled and thrown ult alani 
and the wreck presented quite a cliff!

Traffic was 
impeded all day Sunday and passen- 
gers had to lie transferred around the 
wreck.

wrong, lust like folks are likely to he 
on railroad m atters which they don’t 
know anything about.

is that a certain t.\pe of engine can be 
stopped quicker if it bas a half dozen 
freight cars (looked on to it.

so t wen use there are brakes on each of 
the cars. and they all grind into tile 
w heels when you sling on the em er­ 
gency. 
Why wouldn’t it stop quicker 
if you had a dozen ears on instead of 
six? 
Well, sonny, for the simple rea ­ 
son that the weight of t liq train, or. 
rot her. the m omentum, overcomes the 
braking strength of your air. and so 
you’re carried al<»ug. 
If you had less 
than six cars it would be just tin* 
other w ay—yon wouldn’t have enough 
braking 
power 
to 
overcome 
w hat 
weight you Ilave got. 
Yes. sir. with 
every freight train and 
with every 
passenger 
train 
there is a certain 
nu Mitier of cars necessary to make the 
train most effective when it comes to 
stopping quickly. 
This is a very prac­ 
tical question too. 
An engineer vvill 
say iii himself. ‘Well. I’ve got im re 
c a n on toda.v; i’ll have to put OU 
brakes sooner In order to slop just 
right at the station.’ 
“ I once heard an engineer say th a t 
an engine with a baggage ear aud two 
passenger coaches traveling st the rate 
cif tlilrty-flve miles an hour would re­ 
quire about «*« a I b v t t<* stop and tra v ­ 
eling at 
twenty-five, miles un 
hour 
Von Id require -bk) feet ti* halt. 
Now. 
he was just guessing, or else be had a 
farti ular train and particular condi­ 
tions in mind, and most likely partic­ 
ular times in mind 
The fact is you 
can’t tell Within w hat d istam e a train 
i an be stopped. 
“ Why, take tile sam e type of engine 
anil the same type of coaches and run 
thiMii over tile sam e track aud apply 
the brakes in precisely the same m an­ 
ner aud the two trains will not stop 
in the sam e distance of track. 
Indeed, 
take tilt* sam e train over the very 
sam e track at different times, run her 
at exactly tile sam e speed and apply 
Hie brokes in the very same manner 
and you euu’t stop in the sam e dis- 
tniiee. 
Engineers would like to stop at 
•aeh station at precisely the same spot 
that they dbl tin* day before. 
Do they 
ever do it? 
No. son. they don’t, be­ 
cause it can’t be done, 
“The stopping of a train depends on 
conditions, just as I said before. 
Bn* 
pincers who have traveled over a par­ 
ticular road for years c a n ’t do it. Some­ 
times the conditions vary to such an 
extent that the train is run past the 
station. Everybody ha* seen that done. 
Aud then the engineer says things un­ 
der his breath and backs up his train 
to let the passengers ou and to take 
on baggage. 
Bonny, engineers never 
know within yards where their traius 
w iii stop. 
“ Freight trains are more uncertain 
than passengers. 
Tills is so liecause it 
d<»c*n’t m atter us much. 
An applica­ 
tion of ten 1 iouuds of air may produce 
no braking at all. due to the wear of 
Hie system, and. on the other hand, fif­ 
teen pounds might put on more brake 
ttiau the engineer wanted, 
lie muy 
throw on a small quantity of air. and 
without expecting it the emergency 
brakes get Into action as n result. 
When the bro kist are already on the 
engineer may release them a little and 
by so doing release them entirely, so 
that the train leaps forward. 
So. you 
se**, you can’t alw ays tell what the 
brakes are going to do. 
“ You wouldn't HU pilose that the tem ­ 
perature of tile rails would make any 
difference about brakes, would you? 
It’s a fact. 
A rule of tf .mb Is that a 
train will bruke twice as quickly in 
the winter as In the summer. 
The 
wheels stick to the rails more when 
they are cold. 
The scientific folk tell 
you that the cohesion is greater. 
And. 
another thing, the oil on the rail when 
it is warm is more slippery. 
All the 
steel rods, pq*es. etc., on a warm day 
are expands!, and so they have to 
move through greater distances to be­ 
come 
effective. 
When they are con­ 
tracted by the cold the brakes grip the 
wheels that much quicker aud tighter 
with the same am ount of air that you 
applied ou a warm day. 
“You see. sonny, every road in the 
country keeps tabs on the temperature 
three or four times a day all along 
its liues. 
Temperature is quite an 
important thing in railroading. 
All 
this goes to show that there is quite a 
lot of science in running trains. 
And 
I never saw a man yet who had been 
In the service so long that he couldn't 
learn a heap of things. 
The fellow s 
who think about their business ars 
‘ alw ays learning.”—New York Tri buna.

A stout box or iron tree guard or a 1 
wire netting protector should lie placed 
around th*’ tree trunk so a* to protect * 
it from hungry horses, careless team - 1 
steis and tim lawn mower. 
It also 
acts as a support. 
Manure and fertilizer may l*e ap­ 
plied to your trees and shrubs at this 
time of the year. This manure should 
be spread over the ground around the 
tree and left lying until spring, when 
it may Is* raked together and burned 
or spaded Rito the ground. 
W henever i*>s*lble all 
the leaves ( 
dropping from the shrubs should be 
left lying on the ground. They furnish ' 
(a winter mulch and form a leaf mold J 
which is as g*K*d as any fertilizer. All J 
dead wood and unsightly branches can 
In* removed at this time of the year 
without affecting the tree. 
Timely 
tree trimming is one of the great es­ 
sentials in proper tree* development. 
The simplest rule to follow in trim ­ 
ming ornam ental trees is this: ('ut out 
all the deud wood, withered brandies, 
stubs or main trunks as soon as they 
are seen. 
AH living branches which 
are objectionable should lie cat out 
early in the spring. 
All cuts should tie made with a sharp 
saw, well set. The cut should be made 
close and parallel with the parent 
branch from which It grew, and the 
cut should be left smooth or with a 
slightly concave surface. The wouud 
should then be covered with a heavy 
coating of coal tar to aid iii keeping 
out tile moisture and rot shires. 
W here the tree has been neglected 
and cavities have formed in the trunk 
of the tree som ething should tie done 
to stop the increase of the opening, for 
tho rotting will continue until the 
ow ning has become so long as to en­ 
circle tho greater portion of the tree, 
and very often the entire center has 
been destroyed. 
In cases where the life of a tree can 
be prolonged by treating It the cavity 
should 
be 
carefully 
serai***] 
cleaned of all the dead and decayed 
w’ood; then give It a thorough wash­ 
ing or spraying w ith a solution of cop­ 
per sulphate.

Oat* tiling visitors to Holland notice, 
and that is that no one on the streets 
•f in the cars Is seen reading a news­ 
paper. 
Papers are not sold or hawked 
tm they are in England and America. 
It is only when extremely important 
events take place and the papers print 
special "bulletins” that these are some­ 
times bought in the street. 
Usually 
the people content themselves* by read­ 
ing these same bulletins when they are 
displayed In the windows of cigar 
shops, booksellers’ shops or at the of- 
ices of the newspnliers, for the Hutch 
people economize in their reading mat­ 
ter 
Many curious ways have been 
devised to reconcile economy with a 
plentiful supply of news and informa­ 
tion. 
Two, three or more families will com­ 
bine to subscribe for one paper, which 
la then read by each in turn. 
The 
•ne who gets it first pays a little more 
than the later renders, and each may 
keep it for a att pula Psi tim**—an bour 
or perhaps two or throe hours or half 
a day. 
In this way It is generally only 
the "head of the house” who gathers 
in any Information He monopolizes the 
paper as soon as it cornea and keeps 
It as long as he can. 
The other mem­ 
bers of the family then go without 


•(•w k or 
a r e only enriched by the 
♦WUmbs of knowledge that now and 
then drop from the Hi*** of paterfamil­ 
ias. 
Most of the dally papers in Holland 
are issued in the evening, but noms 
of the more important ones publish 
morning editions as well. To subscribe 
for more than one paper Is considered 
a terrible extravagance, and even a 
"whole” subscription for one family 
alone Is looked upon us a luxury. At 
the clul>s and the "coffee houses.” the 
Hutch equivalent of the American sa­ 
loon. there are always newspapers In 
profusion, and \ery many men do all 
their rending there and so save the 
subscription fees. for they don’t count 
the co«t of what they im iii be. 
Many cigar shops and sometime* 
other store* have what they call "de­

REA D Y FOR W IN T E R . 
In the course of a very short inter­ 
val it is reasonable to expect that 
winter will be at hand for a four 
months' sojourn, more or Jess severe 
in character, and there are a number 
of things thut should be attended to 
before the season of long winter even­ 
ing* sets in. 
They should include, be­ 
sides ample supplies of fuel, such re­ 
pairing aud overhauling of furnace, 
stove and chimneys as will give a 
maximum result In heat with a min­ 
imum danger of tieing routed out of a 
warm lied by fire some cold night. 
If one is in a latitude where the mer­ 
cury go«*s to zero or below these win­ 
ter plans should Include giving the 
house some sort of banking to make 
the floors warm and keep the “praties” 
from freezing. 
For tills purpose a 
strip of tarred building palier, the up- 
|H*r edge fastened with cleats to the 
lower clnptioards and the lower se­ 
cured with a slight em bankm ent of 
earth, will answ er the purpose nicely. 
If this does uot give a utile lent protec­ 
tion it may be re-enforced with litter, 
leaves or straw . 
The storm windows 
should tie lus|ieot«*d (there should lie 
none on 
the sleeping 
rooms) 
and 
brokeu lights fixed, and it is well to 
put them up before it get* so cold a 
fellow has to put his fingers in his 
mouth by turns to keep them from 
f reeling. 
For 
the

ready” sbcuul Include not only suit! 
d e n t supplies of roughage and grain, 
but such protection of them as will 
reduce weather waste to a minimum, 
and also repairs about the yards, liens 
and stable*, including the hauling out 
of accum ulated manure, fixing doors 
and window * and iii the ease of hen 
bouse and dairy barn giving the in­ 
teriors a 
coat of whitewash 
Some or all of these thing* may nee1 
doing, but if by the time the cold 
weather sets In things are shipshape 
the winter ahead will lie enjoyed in a 
far larger •measure than lf these make 
ready measures are postponed or nog 
ie*-ted, 


SOME 
F E E D IN G T E S T S . 
Tile Arizona exjieriment station has 
lately concluded some feeding tests 
with lambs with a view to determ in­ 
ing the feeding value of several kinds 
of rations. 
A like numiier of four 
groups of iambs of the same age were 
fed reflectively sorghum hay with the 
seed. alfalfa hay. alfalfa hay with aor 
gluon hay and sorghum hay alone. 
When the cost per pound bf gain was 
figured out at the close of the feeding 
period it was found that the cheaj*est 
gain was made with the mixed ration 
sorghum and alfalfa, half and half 
the cost per pound of gain being 5 65 
<enfs. 
With alfalfa alone the cost 
was 5.88 cents, with sorghum hay 
with the seed fi.55 cents, while with 
tin* sorghum hay alone the ration WI* 
fed nj a small loss 
The test shows 
in a very rice way the value of a bal 
anced ration along the line of «*eonoiu* 
leal meat production: that the cheap­ 
est prod mil* rn was by the us** of the 
high priced alfalfa and sorghum, w bile 
the most costly arni wasteful ration 
was the relatively cheap sorghum , be- 
• mu*** it was not properly balanced b; 
a flesh forming ration. 
When fed 
alone the alfalfa hay. the flesh form 
cr. was not most economically u*«*d. 
I**'cause It was not offset by the fat 
forming sotghum. 
In the great corn 
country the same feeding lesson may 
tie applied by balancing the timothy 
hay and corn stover with clover or 
some of til** field pea* or beaus. Where 
none of the legumes i* available the 
flesh forming pa ii of the ration may 
t*e supplied in the shajte of oil or cot­ 
tonseed meal. which is expensive, it 
is true, but which ta the end is not 
as exi**naive as feeding as much of 
the timothy and stover aa will be re 
quired to provide the desired amount 
of protein. 


IRRIGATION PAID HIM. 
In the arid aud sem iarid sections of 
the mountain and Pacific coast states 
the use of w ater for irrigation pur 
poses is taken as a m atter of course, 
aud the rem arkable yields of both fruit 
and vegetables under the Intensive 
type of soli culture followed are m at­ 
ters of common record. 
During the 
past sum m er semiarid conditions pre 
veiled throughout a large portion of 
the country where In normal years the 
rainfall is ample, £)ne Mississippi val 
ley fanner whose case we rend about 
the other day took advantage of a 
nearby supply of artesian w ater and 
Irrigated a patch of one-sixth of an 
acre of tomatoes, and a week or more 
before a killing frost hit this patch he 
had sold ov*»r 5400 worth of fruit from 
this area and had many more dollars’ 
wmrth in sight This »s at the rate of 
•2.400 an acre gross, which ranks well 
up with the best returns In the strictly 
fruit growing sections of the west. 
His unusual success suggests an aid 
w’hleh might be used qjore often than 
It is for increasing the*yield of fruits 
a n d v eg etab les d u rin g d ry season*.
